Iluiiley Raker, represeute<l 
in the ra<*e by Feiitlier Duster, the ruuiu-r np. did 
tlie Iddiliiig. The ruii-np was the largest in years 
on a Keiitiick.v track.

BAR BOOKMAKERS AT PIMLICO. 



Baltimore Racing Commission Provides for Installa- 
tion of Pari-Mutuels Next Year. 



Baltlmorii, Md., June 18. — Bookmakers will be 
liarred from Pimlico ami the i>ther tracks in Balti- 
more coiintr.v, after this season, by a rule passeil 
liy the racing cuminissiouers prohibiting bookniaking 
after Decemlier 31, 1912. 

The l■olnmiss!oners, Messrs. Redmond C. Stewart, 
Spalding L. Jenkins and Frederick Von Kapf, 4,*anie 
to the eunclusioii that betting is fairest when con- 
ducted under the pari-mutuel system. Although the 
Commissioners have favored the pari-mutuel system 
of lielting for some time, it was their desire to be 
|K*rfectly fair with the managemeuts of the tracks, 
so they declde<1 not to put their rule into effect 
until after next fall's m**etings. 

Another iin|M>riaut ruling made b.v tbe <H>mmis- 
sioiiers prohibits lietting of any sort at race inat- 
iiK*es. One raatiiifH* in each of the eight racing 
inuiitlis is |M*ruiitti?<i by law, and books usiiall.y have 
IsM-ii made upon such occasions. Tlie cxiurscs af- 
fected liy tliesi* ruliugs are Pimlico. Prospect Park, 
Electric Park. Gentlemen’s Driving Park and Tim- 
oiiiiiui. 

With the passing of the bookmakers’ boards and 
boxes at such a proiniiieiit plant us Pimlico it is 
tH*lievixl by man.v persons closely identifieil with rac 
ing that the ruling of the Baltimore Count.v Com- 
missioners will eventually become a state law. 

-Mr. Reilnioud (!. Stewart, chairman of the com- 
mission. siM*aking on the ruling, said: 

“We dix-ided for the pari-mutuel system of bet- 
ting liecause we ladleve it is the fairest way to 
conduct lu-ttiug and expect it to benefit legitimate 
racing. The pla.ver s»*lects his own favorite, and ali 
tlie money is ix)i)l4?d, only a small percentage being 
dixlneted for payment of the expense of operating 
liie s.vstem. The system has worked well in Ken- 
tucky anil on foreign tracks.” 

.Marylanders are not altogether unacqnaintetl with 
the sysleiii. TTie Maryland Jockey Club for the 
past two years has hail one or two pari-mutuel ma- 
ebiiies at I'inilieo. The object in Installing tbein 
was to eilueute the local public to this style of 
fH*t ling. _____________
